Spent Night in Willows,

the desolate strip of country called the 
willows, on the St. Louis County side 
of the Missouri River, opposite St.

There she and the baby spent the night 
in the chill and foggy riverside atmos- 
phere.

Frantz Was a Rough Rider. 

Capt. Frantz is 34 years old. His ap- 
pointment to the office of territorial 
Governor of Oklahoma was an out- 
growth of friendship for kim on the 
part of President*Roosevelt which had 
its origin in associations while both were 
officers in the Rough Riders in Cuba. 

Frantz, a Virginian, was employed by 
a mining machinery concern at Prescott, 
Ariz., when the Spanish-American war 
opened. He heard of the organization 
of the Rough Riders and enlisted as a 
private. Gov. McCord, however, com- 
missioned him Second Lieutenant of 
Troop A, and as such he went to Tampa, 
Fla., for the mobilization of the regi- 
ment. There, for the first time, he 
met Theodore Roosevelt, Lieutenant- 
Colonel of the regiment. 

In 1900 Frantz and his brother, Mont, 
were in the haraware business at Enid, 
Ok. Roosevelt induced him to accept the 
I:nid postmastership. To accomplish 
this it was necessary to summon Frantz 
to a conference at Washington. After- 
wards he was appointed agent for the 
Osage Indian& and in 1906 Territoria) 
Governor. 

Once Knocked Koosevelt Down, 

When Gov. Haskell, the first State 
Governor of Oklahoma, was inaugurat- 
ed, Frantz refused to ride with him in 
the inaugural procession, as the per- 
sonal feeling between the two men wa® 
not of the best. Frantz had endeared 
himself to President Roosevelt by his 
bravery on the battlefield and by his 
personal prowess. 

While Roosevelt was President and 
Frantz was visiting at the White House 
they engaged in a famous boxing match 
Frantz knocked down the Chief Execu- 
tive, who considered himself.a skillful 
pugilist. That knockdown only added 
to the esteem in which the President 
held his former Rough Rider companion. 

Roosevelt many times has said 
that at San Juan Hill a troop of 
cavalry without a captain was press- 
ing up the hill. Lieut. Frantz was in 
the lead. Lieutenant-Colone!l Roosevelt 
dashed-up to him. 

‘‘Where’s your Captain?” asked Roose- 
velt. 

‘‘Dead,’’ answered Frantz. 

“Where are you going?’ asked the 
Colonel. : : 

“To the top of the hill,” was the la- 
conic reply. 

The Captain had been killed early tn 
the engagement and the promptness 
with which Frantz assumed command 
and led his troop into action excited 
Roosevelt’s admiration.

KRETSCHMAR 10. 
PLEAD HE SHOT 
NN SELF-DEFENS 


Trial of the Slayer of Clarence 
N. Jones for Murder Is 
Commenced. 








Self-defense will be the plea of Her- 
man A. Kretschmar, who was placed on 
trial Monday morning in Judge Shields’ 
Court on the charge of murdering Clar- 
ence N. Jones, his lifelong friend. The 
State will try to prove that the killing 
was a permeditated murder, revenge be- 
ing the motive. 

Two letters written by Jones to an 
Eastern milling concern will be intro- 
duced by the State. Jones was president 
of the Commonwealth Feed Mills, and 
was shot by Kretschmar in his office at 
the plant, Second and De Soto streets, 
Feb. 3. Kretschmar had been secretary 
of the mills company. 

The State will contend that the letters 
mentioned contained statements about 
Kretschmar which he considered reflec- 
tions upon his character, and that he 
went to Jones’ office intending to kill 
him. 

Jury Can Fix Punishment. 

Under the new State law the jury, 
Should it find Kretschmar guilty of 
murder in the first degree, will have the 
option of sentencing him to death or 
making his punishment life imprison- 
ment. 

Police Commissioner George P. Jones, 
a brother of the man who was shot 
by Kretschmar, will be a witness for 
the State. Commissioner Jones and 
Chief of Detectives Smith, immedi- 
ately after the killing, had a _ photo- 
graph of the interior of the office tak- 
en. This will be introduced in an ef- 
fort to prove that Jones was killed 
While sitting at his desk. 

Another witness for the State is 
Charles Snider, a saloon keeper at 4220 
North Broadway, to whom Kretschmar 
surrendered, saying: 

“I just shot a man.” 

Assistant Circuit Attorney Cleveland 
A. Newton is prosecuting. Kretschmar 
is defended by Charles P. Johnson and 
C. Orrick Bishop. Monday will be spent 
in getting a jury.

Measure Provides Fine for 
Houses That Discriminate 
Against Plays. 








MUST SHOW’ BOOKINGS 
Only Grounds for Refusing 
Engagement Is to Be That 
Date Is Engaged.

JEFFERSON CITY, April 26.—The 
“anti-trust” theater bill passed_ this 
mecrning in the House by a vote of 73 to 
22. The measure declares theaters to be 
places of public amusement and conse- 
quently subject to the laws that gov- 
ern enterprises vested with a public use. 
That gives the State the right of reg- 
ulation, provided, of course, the courts 
do not set aside the declaration of the 
Legislature. 

Having declared the right of regula- 
tion, the bill makes this provision for 
keeping theaters open to the public and 
subject to the right of the management 
to exclude objectionable plays and re- 
fuse admission to objectionable charac- 
ters: 

“Hereafter it shall be unlawful for 
any owner, or lessee or any manager, 
agent, employe or representative of the 
owner or lessee who may be in charge 
and having the care and management 
of such amusement places or houses of 
public amusement to discriminate 
against standard reputable plays, op- 
eras, shows or other productions by 
whatever name known. 


Penalty Is Provided. 


‘“‘Any owner or lessee or any manager, 
agent, employe or representative of the 
owner or lessee in charge of such house 
or houses who shall fail and refuse to 
rent, lease and let such houses of public 
amusement for one or more perform- 
ances, and upson such terms and con- 
ditions as shall not be deemed unreason- 
able, extortionate or prohibitive, to the 
agent, manager, proprietor or repre- 
sentative, who may, in good faith, make 
application therefor, of any reputable 
company, Opera or show by whatever 
name known, shall be guilty of a misde- 
meanor and shall, upon conviction 
thereof in any court of competent juris- 
diction of the State, be fined any sum 
not less than $100 nor more than $500. 

“In cases where amusements not sub- 
ject to objection because of their char- 
acter, apply for bookings and are re- 
fused, the manager must show that the 
house is engaged in good faith for dates 
applied for or be subject to the penal- 
ties provided in the act. 

“The bookings of every theater must 
be open to inspection and must be ex- 
hibited upon request to all persons ap- 
plying therefor who shall in good faith 
desire to lease such house.’’

State’s Attorney John E. Wayman here 
today. 

The system oc ollecting tribute is sald 
to have been worked out to the finest 
point.. Money for protection is alleged 
to be collected weekly by a leader of the 
ring who employs’ several assistants. 
Every saloon and dive in the so-called 
“red-light’’ district is said to con- 
tribute, 

Not only has it been reported to the 
State’s Attorney that the dive-keepers 
pay weekly sums ranging from $100 to 
$500, but that the ring owns groceries, 
meat markets, dry goods stores, @ dress- 
making establishment, drug stores, 
wholesale liquor houses, etc., at which 
the inmates of places which pay protec- 
tion money are compelled to trade. 

The alleged ring has been in existence 
for two years. Of the stock, one-half is 
said to be owned by the two aldermen, 
and the remaindier by the two dive- 
keepers and the police officials.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., April 2%.—A fire 
which, for a time, threatened buildings 
in the heart of Kansas City’s principal 
business district, early this morning re- 
sulted in the total destruction of the 
Ridge Building, a four-story brick and 
stone office structure on Walnut street, 
near Ninth.

Soon Be Homeless. 
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Traction Magnate Failed to 
Make His Intended Provis- 
ion for His Wife.

Yerkes, widow of the traction magnate 
who was supposed to be worth $20,000,000 
when he died a few years ago, is crit- 
ically jill in the Fifth avenue mansion 
‘her husband built for her. She remains 
in the house by sufferance because of 
her illness-and when she recovers she 
will probably be ejected, as creditors 
claim the mansion and the valuable 
paintings and luxurious furnishings it 
holds. 

The Underground Electric Railway of 
London has filed a claim of $800,000 
against the estate, and the Bank of 
America has made a similar demand for 
$123,000. Ihe decision of a Chicago court, 
where Yerkes’ will was filed, will de- 
termine whether or not there will be 
anything left for the widow or where 
she must depend in the future on the 
bounty of friends. 

Widow May Be Penniless. 

As the search for assets progresses, 
friends of the widow fear it will be 
found. when the accounts are audited 
that she will be not only homeless but 
literally renniless. Inspired by loyalty 
to her, they have suggested that she 
examine the legality of the gifts made 
by her husband to his beautiful ward, 

_ Emilie Grigsby. 

These suggestions have been sum- 
marily dismissed by lawyers. They say 
that Miss Grigsby’s rights are unassail- 
able. She alone of those who enjoyed 
the traction king’s riches in life is pro- 
tected in them ofter his death. 

She continues to reside in the white 
granite palace at Park avenue and Six- 
ty-seventh street, which is not far from 
the Fifth avenue home where Yerkes’ 
widow lies on her sick bed. The latter 
place rocks figuratively in the legal tem- 
pest which is howlipg around the es- 
tate, but 66) Park avenue rests secure in 
the sterm.

AGAINST ROADS 
ARE DISMISS 


Circuit Attorney Withholds 
Action on 15 Others, Pend- 
ing Federal Suit. 





The injunction suits against the Bur- 
lington, Chicago & Alton and Kansas 
City Southern railroads were dismissed 
in Judge Williams’ court Monday by 
Circuit Attorney Jones. The injunction 
suits against the other 15 roads, to re- 
strain them from enforcing an alleged 
illegal agreement to restore the 3-cent 
passenger rate, were not taken up for 
argument on account of Federal Judge 
Phillips’ injunction against Gov. Had- 
ley and Circuit Attorney Jones. 

John Kennish, former Assistant Attor- 
ney-General, who appeared with Circuit 
Attorney Jones, told Judge Williams he 
did not care to take any chances with 
Judge Phillips’ injunction until he knew 
whether or not the State will be permit- 
ted to proceed with the cases. 

Judge Williams said he would pass on 
the question of his own jurisdiction in 
the case by 5 p. m. Monday, and also 
would determine whether the State will 
be required to give bond to indemnify 
the railroads against loss. The railroads 
demanded a bond for $1,000,uww, stating 
through their attorneys, that each road 
enjoined from enforcing the 3-cent fare 
is losing from $2000 to $3000 a day.

The division in the prohibition forces on the 


question of submission is so manifest that the 
overwhelming majority of senators who oppose 


prohibition should be convinced that there is no 
foundation for the assertion of a great popular 
demand for a vote on the issue. 
Senator Peck, the only avowed prohibitionist 
in the Senate, has abandoned hope of submis- 
sion and refuses to mourn over its expected de- 
feat. He says that either the tax rider should 
be on the amendment, if submitted, or at least 
the people should be thoroughly informed of the 
necessity of increasing taxation under prohibi- 
‘ion before they vote on the question. The Sen- 
ator thinks the question can wait a few years 
longer for a fuller understanding of it by .the 
people, and to this end suggests a commission. 
To a Post-Dispatch correspondent he said: 

“Tf the submission resolution is beaten—and I 


anticipate it will be—I am going to introduce a 
bill to have a commission appointed to investi- 


gate prohibition in other states and make a report 
when the next Assembly meets.” 

The Rev. E. F. Jones, State secretary of the 
Anti-Saloon League, frankly admits that he is 
not anxious for the submission of the prohibi- 
tion. amendment to the people at this time. He 
and his co-workers do not believe the people of 
the State are ready for prohibition. They are 
working for stronger local option measures. 

The only backing of the prohibition measure 
is the prohibition party, which represents a small 
percentage of the voters. Against it is a great 
and growing element who see tn prohibition a fu- 
tile destruction of valuable property, an attack 
upon business interests which threatens incalcula- 
ble damage and a menace to morality and order 
in the larger cities. This element believes in 
local option and strict regulation of saloons in 
communities where they are permiited to exist. 

The Legislature will meet the demand of- an 
overwhelming majority of the people if it shall 
drop the submission resolution and strengthen 
regulation. The adoption of Gov. Hadley’s pro- 
gram in the main would meet the needs of the 
State and have a salutary effect upon public 
opinion.

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WHAT PATTEN DID. 

The sum of actual information from the wheat 
pit is that James A. Patten is in New Mexico and 
the price of wheat for May and July deliveries 
has fallen. Less the amount consumed there is 
as much wheat as when Patten began his opera- 
tions. He began by buying. Buying is the one 
argument that supports the prediction of higher 
prices. Patten bought first and talked. after- 
wards. He said there was a shortage. He em- 
phasized this statement by declaring the new 
crop prospects were poor. 

The quantity of wheat available for the world’s 
use is known with reasonable certainty. There 
are daily reports of the visible supply. The 
amount in the. bins of the farmers is estimated 
with fair accuracy. But what were figures in 
the face of the calm assertion of this man who 





‘supported his contention that there wasn’t enough 


wheat by buying at any price? 

There was no one to deny or disprove his as- 
sertions. What he said about present supply as 
well as about crop prospects—concerning which 
he was supposed to have some particular irfor- 
mation—was accepted blindly by everyone. Only 
Secretary of Agriculture Wilson was incredulous. 
He had his own ideas and his own sources of 
information. But what were mere farmer agents 
of the Government when against the wheat 
sleuths of a wizard willing to buy at any price? 
Secretary Wilson was wiped off the slate. His 
remarks were the vaporings of a mere official. 

Many continued to buy wheat under Patten’s 
leadership. Naturally, the price went higher and 
higher. Cries of alarm were raised. Cash wheat 
commanded ridiculous prices. There was talk of 
a bread famine. Congress was appealed to. 
Patten remained calm. He insisted there was no 
corner and resented indignantly the charge of 
manipulation. He said he was buying wheat be- 
cause it was going higher and it was going high- 
er under the operation of the inexorable law of 
supply and demand. 

Patten was apparently the one authority on 
wheat. What he said was gospel. Anyone with a 
supply of wheat or anything else can get rich by 
convincing people they should buy his goods at 
a high price. , 

Patten seems to have done it. Having done 
it he has vanished, and his web of delusion van- 
ished with him.

Why, then, do we refuse to join the 
prohibitionists? That question is what 
puzzles the national propagandists. They 
believe that whatever is good for man 
should be ladeled out to him. If he 
ought to bathe, have a policeman wash 
him. If he eats too much, stop him. 
If tobacco does harm, prohibit it. If 
sleeping on the side is healthier, pre- 
vent sleeping on the back. The truth is, 
of course, that law can successfully en- 
act only the strong convictions of a 
strong majority. Many of us have mul- 
titudes of convictions which we are not 
stupid enough to press with force. The 
world one day may or may not abol- 
ish G@rjnk. All that can be said at pres- 
ent is that sweeping measures fail. Pro- 
hibition succeeds in districts, mostly in 
the country, where opinion is over- 
welming. It has proved impossible in 
great cities. It works indifferently in 
states like Maine, where opinion is di- 
vided closely. Even prohibition on one 
day in seven fails in most big towns. 
The topic is absurdly large for univer- 
sal dogma, and therefore the old moral- 
istic Prohibition party failed. The pres- 
ent wave is the spread not of a dogma, 
but of experience, and just as there is 
a tendency toward prohibition in hom- 
ogeneous rural districts, West and 
South, so there is a tendency. toward 
legalized Sunday opening in big towns. 
The subject is one for patience, study 
and experiment. Only lIimitea points are 
distinct. The rest is fog.

NEWSPAPERS Ih 
TEMPLE SERMON 


Too Much Space, Harrison 
Declares, Is Given to Crime 
and Pugilism. 


ADVISES BOOK READING 


Pastor Tells Congregation 
Daily Journals Debase the 
English Tongue. 











Modern newspapers were condemned 
by Rabbi Leon Harrison in a sermon 
delivered to a large congregation at 
Temple israel, King's highway and 
Washington boulevard, Sunday. Dr. 
Harrison advised his hearers to read 
newspapers less, loc “ing over the head- 
lines and giving attention to only “‘the 
important facts.’"’ And he urged that 
books be read instead of papers. 

The speaker criticised the newspapers 
severely because, he said, they devote 
1. ach space to pugilism, crime and the 
downfalis of men, and very little space 
to the spiritual side of the city’s life. 

Rabbi Harrison said of newspapera: 

“The average newspaper vulgarizes 
taste; panders to co: ~seness and crude- 
ness: reveals in salacious’ scanda!s; 
dwells on the abnormal, the exceptional! 
and debases the noble English tongue, 
our common heritage. It devotes pages 
‘to pugilism, and hardly a weekly col- 
uma to the spiritual interests of a great 
city. 

“Tt is news, not when a man rises, 
but when he falis. His vices fill col- 
umns: his virtues not even lines. The 
divine in man is hardly noticed; only 
the diabolical. | 

“What benefit do vou expect to get 
from your minute perusal of the daily 
paper? The ~-editors themselves. will 
rather pitv your taste. One page of 
Burke, a psaln of David, a paragraph 
of Emerson, outweighs in essential 
merit and value all the city’s newspa- 
pers of today put togcther. 

Marvels in Mechanism. 

“What a pity it is for their mechan- 
ism is marvelous. One first-class news- 
paper press can turn out 150,000 eight- 
page papers in an hour, and these eight 
pages contain 90,000 words, the con- 
tents of an ordinary book. Think of 
150,000 books, as far as quantity goes, 
being manufactured by a single tre- 
mendous piece of mechanism in one 
hour! What a gigantic power this 
might be if exercised for the cultiva- 
tion of good taste, for the development 
of public spirit, for the promotion of 
political purity, for culture, for lofty 
standards, for absolute civic righteous- 
ness. As a rule, this vast influence 
is not so exercised. 

“The newspapers that aim high, that 
are educational, that are uplifting, that 
are a public blessing, are exceptions. 
Too many of them are dominated by 
demagogy; are absolutely in the grip 
of mercenary interests. 

“They are siatternly in language; pur- 
chasable in opinion; pitifully politic in 
standpoint; cringing to the mob in their 
isproportionate emphasis on the vile 
and the criminal, to the neglect, or 
the false valuation of the drama, litera- 
ture and the arts. 

“Rend Books Instead.” 

“As a rule, read headlines, the sum- 
maries only of vital happenings. Dis- 
criminate. Notice the important facts 
and let the rest go unread. 

“‘Now Tennyson said that in his judg- 
ment there were six books best worth 
reading: Chaucer, Shakspeare, Milton, 
Wordsworth, Dante and Goethe. You 
could read them all in a year. St. 
Thomas Aquinas said that to thorough- 
ly master even one book was to acqulre 
wisdom. 

“Have you notime? Takeit from your 
newspaper. You need not devour your 
daily paper from end to end, as if it 
were a table d’hote, for which you pay, 
and of which therefore you must abso- 
lutely eat everything. Take this time 
from the reading of your newspaper, 
because you will not find much Instruc- 
tion there, and but little wholesome in- 
fluence. 

“Give that time to genuine literature. 
Feed upon it, however slightly, every 
day. Are vou discouraged by the gi- 
gantic size of libraries? How few 
books constitute their essence! A few 
master works are the text; the rest 
are only commentaries. A few books, 
masticated, assimilated, made your own, 
part of vour mental fiber and thinking, 
a few such books thus mastered mean 
culture, mean wisdom, mean a keener 
joy in life, a deeper appreciation and 
understanding of life.”’ 





Rochester Clothes Washed in St, _ 
H. B. Wardin, vice-president of the 
American Redemption Co. of Rochester,
